my journey from Nauvoo to this place, I have 
tound fields white already to heryest, and reem 
for many Iaborera to de much in gathering the 
wheat inte garners; and bad vot my mission 
been appeinted to the state, I should have ter-

ried tar west of this. The spread of trath w 
fast making its progress in all the land. I have 
come to this etate obedient to council, and re 
joice that I have been directed by the Lerd, 
through the mouth of his Prophet, whom he 
has raised up in these last days to direct the 
affairs of his kingdom. I have now been in the 
vineyard on thie missien about six months; 
have travelled in eight states, and have preach- 
ed to all that came in my way, and have allay. 
ed the prejudice of the people to a considera. 
ble extent in all places where I have had the 
opportunity of preaching, by correcting the er- 
rors, and setting forth the truth before them, 

Since my arrival here, which is a little over 
two months, my labors have beea principally 
confined to this county. I have labored in 
Westfield, Springfield, Cabotville ane Chiea- 
pee. I have preached to large assemblies in 
all these places, and very good attention has 
been paid. Ihave baptised several in West- 
field and Cabotville, and many more are belie- 
ing in the great work of God, both professor 
and non-professor. The prospect for a great 
work is now apparent in this region. Some of 
the most prominent members in the Baptist 
church have been baptised in these places. 

The priests are much enraged, while from 
the pulpit to the private circle the members are 
warned to beware of the delusion; and the 
most bass calumny, falsehoods, and misrepre- 
sentations are heralded forth by them in every 
shape and from every quarter. The Press also 
is used to dissuade some, to sour the minds of 
others, and if possible, to retard the work of 
God, if not to put an entire stop te it in this 
section of the country. 

I have been here now until a general excite 
ment prevails amongst both priest and people, 
but mostly with the priests, who excite and en 
courage the common people, for I have not seen 
a people so completely priest-ridden in any place 
as in these eastern states. Superstition and 
bigotry seem to have attained their highest pin- 
acle, while the minds of many are bound down 
by the shackels aud chains of modern priest 
craft. Error, confusion, anarchy and misrule, 
are the only spirits that govern. Nothing ba, 
the power of God can in any way, beneath the 
heavens, breik the league of the iron grasp of 
the Devil, that appears to be rivited upon the 
minds of almost all the people. Yet notwith- 
standing ell the powers of earth and hell com 
bined, they ¢annot step the work of Ged io 
these last days, for the word of Ged is quick 
and powerful, and sharper than a two-edged 
sword, even to the pulling down of error, and 


the final triumph of truth. 
Ia these eastern lande, amid all the errors, the 
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visdom, learning and affluence of the land of 
sendy habits, the Church of Jesus Christ of 
tater Day Sainte is fast gaining in nambers 
ind influence. Branebes are being raised up 
in various places. A number are now growing 
sp under the preaching of the elders sent out 
bythe general conference last summer, and 
thanks be to God, the truth is spreading in this 
country like a green bay tree; the kingdom of 
God will go on, and nothing can hinder, until 
the sound of redeemed sinners, and the songs 
sraptured multitudes shall be heard from 
nountain top to mountain top, the vallies be 
gad for them, and the Saints shall rejoice to. 
gether. 

I have baptised some twenty en this mission, 
sod have organized a branch in Little River, 
consisting of one elder, one priest and one tea- 
der, with fifteen members, all in good faith 
ud standing, whe are rejoicing in the kingdom 
God in these last days, while many more are 
believing the work, and will, to all appearance, 
won show their faith by their works, aud much 
good will be done in this region. 

Such is the prospect of the work here, and a 
brief account of my mission, and if you deem 
it worthy of a place in the Times and Seasons, 
tis at your disposal, My best wishes for you, 
nd the Church at Nauvoo and throughout the 
vorld, with my prayer to God continually for 
the advancement of His cause, I subscribe my- 
wif your brother and fellow laborer in the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ, Amen.

— Christian; at we he ie enabled tw 
start for this paradise, aud leave his native land, 
and, oh, joy! lands safely on Columbia’s hap- 
py shores, with his Bible in his band, just as 
the people are repairing to their different places 
of worehip. Judge his surprise on finding their 
worship as diverse as possible, yet all profes 
sing to teach from the same unchangeable book. 
He inquires in vain for the church of Christ; 
the cry is lo here, and lo there, and he finds but 
one thing in which they ell agree, viz: in con- 
tending that the unchangeable word has be- 
come altogether changed. That though the 
great author of it has asserted that certain 
signs shall follow those that believe, they fear- 
lessly tell usthey shall not; that the great 
apostle to the Gentiles tells us that God placed 
apostles andprophets in the church, and they 
boldly tell us they are not wanted; and there 
is no need for tongues and propheciés, In the

Weuld not ear 
traveller be at a loss to aceount for this strange 
state of things? And could we be rurprieed if 
he began to think he had been deceived, and to 
question the authenticity of the book? 

Although infidelity may abound, and many 
may live and die, not having the fear of God 
before their eyes, I am of opinion that the exis- 
tence of Deity, and the truth of revelation can

800,000,000 of miles from the sun, though no 
knowledge of bis diurnal motion has been as- 
certained ; six moons at least have been discov- 
ered All the planets and fixed stars are gov- 
erned by a law, and if they be governed by law, 
there must be order, and there can be no order 
without design, and if by design, there must be 
a framer. No matter whether it be the law of 
nature, or any other law, it could not have been 
produced by chance, for chance begets confu- 
sion. Law and order canno! spring into exis- 
rence of their own accord, but must have been 
framed in wisdom and intelligence, and intel- 
ligence does not exist in nature, nor wiedom in 
chance. If then, intelligence exists, that 
framed not only this earth, so well adapted for 
the dwelling of man, but all the countless num- 
bers of worlds, with all their regularity and 
beauty, continually revolving in the immensity 
of space, without a jar, in perfect harmony, 
shall we consider it strange that when man is 
created, a law should be given, or shall he de 
left in darknessand confusion? I am pursuaded 
that we mey bring forth such an abundance of 
evidence as to satisfy even the sceptic on this 
point, and if we could once get man to place 
implicit confidence in the Bible, he has noth- 
ing to do but read it, to believe in the Book of 
‘Mormon, and the doctrines taught by the Lat- 
ter Day Saints. 

The prophecies contained in the scriptures 
are so numerous, and the proofs of their fulfil- 
ment so abundant, that, instead of any deficien- 
ey of evidence, the only difficulty lies in selec- 
ting or condensing them.

nnen procurator, Florus, heaped indignities and 
oppressions upon the Jews, till at length, they 


were goaded on to open rebellion against Rome, 
vbich soon brought the Roman ensign around 
the beloved city, and Jerusalem was compassed 
sbout with armies, as described by the Saviour, 
snd on their withdrawing fora time, the Christ- 
uns made their escape to Pella, having been 
forewarned of the calamity. Multitudes crowd- 
ed within the walls of Jeruselem, come to the 
Passover, and others fora temporary security 
oftheir lives and property. But, alas, the day 
of God’s wrath was come upon Jerysalum. The 
robbers who had banded together, amidet the 
preceding commotions, and resorted to the 
mountains of Judea, not able to protect them- 
wives from the Roman power, flocked into Je- 
mmlem, and joining the lawless mob, ruled 
ner the devoted city. Destruction and mar- 
der was carried on by them to an awful extent.

The bones of 
ihe priests were scattered around the altar, but 
the famine soon began to prev on all; and so 
rere were the pains of gnawing hunger, that 
the sewers were opened in search of food.—

the work of death, that one hundred and een 
thousand dead bodies, were carried out at 
one gute during the siege; in all, six hun- 
dred thousand, having no other buriel than be- 
ing cast withont the walls. Houses were filled 
with dead bodies, and heaps of them piled to- 
gether in every open space, and every place in 
the city covered with dead bodies. About six 
thousand perished amid the burning cloisters 
of the temple, or precipitated themselves down, 
and were killed; tem thousand others were 
killed about the temple, and all the sewers were 
completely stopped with human bedies, Eleven 
hundred thousand perished during the siege; 
and when Jerusalem was given to the flames, 
the streets literally flewed with blood, and fin- 
ally the Romans passed the plough-share over 
the city, signifying that the work of destruction 
wos complete. Josephus specifies the number 
that were slain at each place, exelusive of 
those who were slaughtered in the seditionsand 
sicge. Two hundred and forty thousand were 
slain throughout the cities of Judea and neigh- 
boring countries. Vast numbers were taken to 
Egypt and sold for slaves, till their marie were 
glutted with them, and, in the words of Moses, 
no man would buy them, and eleven bundred | 
of them were put in prison, and suffered to die 
for want of bread and water. How far Moses, 
Isaiah, Ezekiel, Jeremiah, Micah, and Jesus 
have described this event, it is for your readers 
to determine, while we proceed further to in- 
vestigate the sufferings of the Jews, in the 
different nations’of the earth, down to the pres- 
ent time. 

For prophecy concerning the Jewe, I would 
refer to Moses, Ezekiel, Isaiah, Jeremiah and 
Amos, all of which predictions are delivered 
with the clearness of history, and the confi- 
dence of truth. After the Jews had been des- 
troyed, as above described, when their num- 
bers had again increased, they combined to- 
gether to make a desperate attempt to regain 
Jerusalem, when they fell by the edge of the 
sword, in such numbers that few escaped.— 
They were then banished from’Judea, and by 
an imperial edict, it was death for a Jew to set 
his foot in Jerusalem, and from that time they 
have been scattered among the nations, among 
the heathen, among the people, even from one 
end of the earth unto the other. They have 
been removed into all the kingdoms of the 
earth; they have been scattered unto all the - 
winde, and dispersed throughout all countries, 
among nations which neither they nor their fa- 
thers had known. | 

I suppose at the present time, there is not a 
kingdom on the face of the earth, where hey 
are not tobe found. There are gremt number 
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sail 
im Holland, Tarkey, Germany, and Poland — 
In America, Britain, Franée, Spain, Italy, and 
Russie, they are not so numerous. In Persia, 
China and India, on the eastjand west of the 
Ganges, they are few fin number among [the 
heathen. The cold region of Siberia, and the 
burning deserts of Arabia, bear record of their 
misery; and we have every reason to believe, 
that they are te be found in the very interior of 
Africa. From oneend of the earth unto the 
ether, the Jews have been scattered among al! 
nations. 

They were to find no ease nor rest ameng 
the nations, whither they were to be driven.— 
Their plagues and the plagues of their race, 
were te be great, and ef long centinuance.— 
They were to be oppressed and crushed, and 
spoiled evermore. In the first century, Jerusa- 
lem was laid even with the ground, and they 
led captive, or driven es homeless vegabonds 
threugheut the world. In the second, five bun- 
dred thousand of them were slain, under one 
omperor alone. They suffered serious persecu- 
tient in the third. In the fourth, their ears 
were cut off, and they banished from Rome.— 
In the fifth, they were driven from Alexandria, 
and grievieusly oppressed throughout Persia, 
and eeuld find no rest for the soles of their feet, 
they made another attempt to regain Judea, be- 
ing allured by a false Messiah, and a slaughter, 
like thet by which their forefathers had fallen, 
was again renewed in Palestine, in the sixth 
eentury. In Africa, they were prohibited 
from any exereise of their religion, even in cav- 
erns. In the seventh century, they were griev~ 
iously persecuted and expelled from Jerusalem, 
from Antioch, and from Spain. Numbers fied 
to France, where the only siternative was to 
renounce their religion, or be despoiled of all 
they possessed. Mahomet also, exacted a heavy 
tribute from the Jews in Arabie, and finally ex. 
pelled them. In the sueceeding century, a law 
was passed throughout the Mahometan domin- 
ions, authorizing any child that would renounce 
Judaism, and embrace Mahometaniam, to take 
possession of thb whole property of its father, 
end turning the whole family out of doors. In 
the ninth and tenth centuries, they suffered 
grievously through the caliphs, or successors 
ef Mahomet, whose power extended from Spain 
te India; their academies were closed, them- 
selves taxed; and marke and badges of infamy 
placed on them, till they were compelled to flee 
fer refuge, to the deserts of Arabia. And if 
the murdering hand of eppression was stayed 
fer « short time, threugh their excessive covet- 
iousnesws, they soon began to heap up treasures 
in abuadance, which merely prepared the way 
for further speilatiens . 
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The scenes through which this stricken peo. 
ple had to pass, is calculated te rouse the syn. 
pathies of the most obdurate heart. Sir Wali 
Scott says that no part of God's creation, ex. 
cept the flying fish , suffered as this ence peel. 
iar people. Surely they had trembling of hear, 
and sorrow of mind! What madness for th 
sight of their eyes that they did se Wha 
choosing of death, rather than life, was thei; 
portion. They were massacred in multitudes 
througheut Burope. All the Jews were 
at Ulm; at Frankfort one hundred and thin) 
were burned, and numbers butchered. Twelry, 
thousand were killed at one time in Franconia, 
and Bavaria. In other places they barracade 
their houses, and threw their treasures, their 
families, and themselves into the rivers er the 
flames. 

At Norwich, in England, the Jews wen 
massacred, and many were slain at Stamford 
and other places in that kingdom; but at Yor 
their sufferihgs were worse than death. Fi. 
teen hundred Jews,including men, women and 
children, shut themselves up in the castle, and 
their silver and gold could not save them fron 
the murderous sword of these demons, and is 
their desperation, each father was the murdet- 
er of his wife and children, and afterwards cu 
their own throats. At Massada, a similar seen 
was transacted; and several other places, deab 
was chosen by them rather than life. 

The Mahometans bribed their children u 
forsake their parents; the Roman Catholic 
took them from them by force, according u 
law, and brought them upin monasteries, snd 
when the Jews were banished {rom Lisbon, 
none of the children under fourteen years o/ 
age, were suffered to depart. Their sons and 
their daughters were given to another people, 

They found no rest for the seles of their fest 
They were seven times banished from Franee, 
and at one time six hundred thousand of then 
were driven from Spain, asd scareely a king 
dom in existence, but what have publicly bax 
ished them. They have been a proverb, bye 
word, an sstenishment, and « hissing among 
all nations. 

This letter has, in spite ef all my endes ven. 
run out teo far, and yet I'am afraid the few 
subjects I have touched upon will not be er 
plicit enough to be of much service to you! 
readers, for I thought I could have put twice 
much in half the space, and se I must conclude 
after giving a shert statement of the present co 
dition of the Jews, and one more proof of the 
truth of the Bible, namely the much talked of 
numbers of Daniel and John, and I think I cao 
set this in a light that all can understand it, Ms 
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the ten teibes. To this, the apostle of the Indi- 


ans, Mr. Eliot, agreed. Mr. Adair, u trader 
among the Indians for many years, was a warm 
advocate of this opinior. These writers say 
that they have found among the Indians, some- 
thing like the Hebrew festivals, fasta and re- 
ligious rites; the Jewish prophets, priests and 
cities of refuge. The bases of the Hebrew 
language, many Hebrew words, something of 
the theocracy, or divine government of Israel ;

At the present time the employment of the 
Jews is generally that of merchants, brokers, 
bankers, jewelers, dealers in clothes, watebes, 
gold and silver, ornaments, pedling, &e. &e.— 
They are not known in Great Britain, in law, 
but are connived at, and valued for their enter- 
prize. They have the free exercise of their 
worship, and the opportunity to aequire and 
hold property to any amount. 

In Holland, the Jewsare numerous, wealthy 
and respectable. 

In Spain they are not known as Jews; but 
are numerous in every class of society, even 
among priests and inquisitors, as good Catho- 
lics. 

In Portugal, they are in the same manner: 
obliged to dissemble. The Spanish and Per- 
tuguese Jews do not mingle with the German 
Jews. ‘They have separate synagogues wher- 
ever they reside. 

In Germany and Prusia, most of the vexa- 
tious statutes of former ages have been repeal- 
ed, and the Jews are living in quiet. At Frank- 
fort, however, they are subject to many humil- 
iating restrictions. 

In Russia, favorable edicts have been passed 
by the emperor, and in Poland there are about 
300,000 enjoying great 

In Sweden and Denmark, they havea good 


degree of liberty. 
n France, their situation since Napoleon has 


been highly gratifying. In 1791, all who would 
take the civic oath were admitted to the rank 
of citizens. This was the first act that gave 


the Jews a country in Europe. | 
In the Ottoman empire, they have to pay a 


heavy tax to the Porte, before they are allowed 


the liberty ot their own worship. 
In South America and the West Indies, the 


Jews are favorably situated for aceumulating 
weelth and practicing their religion.

very clear: See, I will open your graves and 
call my people out of them, and bring them in- 
to the land of Israel. These words are proof 
enough that the dead out of the promised land 
will rise and come to the promised land. Some 
of the more pious Jews, at the approach of age, 
goto the promised land to die there, so that 
they might not have to roll themselves, and to 
rise many years sooner than those that die out 
of it. Rabbi Jehuda says, 103 R: 214 years 
before the general resurrection, the righteous 
will rise. Rabbi Joshua ben Menaser teaches 
that the holy and praiseworthy will raise, those 
first that sleep in Hebron, viz: Adam, Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob, with their wives. (The 
Jews believe that the cave mentioned in Gen. 
23: 19, not only the three patriarchs, but Adam 
and Eve are interred, yet some give a place to 
the head of Esau init.) Afterwarde he would 
purify the land of the unclean ones, viz. the 
heathen, and then quicken the dead. See the 
book Ophkat Rochel. 4th part. 

Some believe that God will first raise all the. 
dead, then those in Hebron, that they might be 
joyfully surprised to behold so many rightequs 


and godly that have come from their loins; then 
they will break forth in loud praises. God will 


act here in like manner as at the creation of the 
world; he did not create man until he had pre- 
pared every thing for his reception. 
The most disputed point is about who shall 
be partakers at the resurrection; some extend it 


‘only to the Jews, others to the Godly of all na- 


tions. Rabbi Bachay holds the first; in his 
comment. on the five beoks of Moses, he says, 
“it is well known there are four things in 
which no nation has pert but Iersel: Ist, proph- 
ecy; 2d, receiving of the law; 3d, the promis- 
ed land; 4:h, the reaurrection.”

Every thing about it is on 
a magnificent scale, and when finished and 
seen from the opposite side of the river, it will 
present one, if not the most beautiful, chaste, 
and noble specimens of architeciure to be touad 
in the world. We should like to be in poet 
ion of a model of this building, both en accoun 
of its great notoriety, as being eonnected with 
the Mormon or Latter Day Saints’ religion, and 
also a work ofart. Did our limits bere permit, 
we might give avery minute description of the 
whole order of architecture. This splendid 
drawing was executed by Mr. Newhall, while 
in Nauvoo, from a copy in the archives of tha 
city. We wish he had taken it on a large scale, 
but he probably did not, on account ef trans. 

We regret exceedingly that we did 
not have the privilege of a near inspection of 
the map of the city of Nauvoo; the [place 
which for some time past bas created (mors 
intense interest perhaps, than any ether sity, 
town or village in the country, if notin the 
world.

He gaveja 
very glowing and interesting account of this 
city. The location is one of the most beautilul 
onearth. Situated on the Missiseippi river, 
risingin an inclined plane, till it reaches the 
height where it everlooks an extensive tract of 
territory, unrivalled in rich and varying scene 
ry. Hisaccount of the military displays is 
Nauvoo, where the regiment, or Jeo Smith“ 
legion as it is called, turns out, is very interes 
ting and exciting.

I deter- 
mined te pay every attention to what was said, 
and seated myself with pencil and memoran- 
dum book in hand, for, Mr. Editor, I always 
take notes of chapter and verse, and when I go 
home, take down my Bible and examine wheth- 
er they have told me truth; and if I ever do 
eatch them misquoting, or trying to deceive the 
people by preaching any other doctrine but that 
contained in the Bible, I’ll expose them—the 
way I'll serve them up will be a caution—Gen- 
eral Bennet’s expose will be no touch to it.— 
But to return to Elder Willey. He commenced 
by saying that he meant to take the Bible for 
his text, and the contents for his sermon; and 
I was much pleased to hear the manner in which 
he quoted from that good book. He took up 
the subject of the restoration of Israel and cer- 
tainly handled it in a masterly manner. He 
spoke with much energy and appeared to feel 
and mean just what he said. He contended 
that Israel would be restored, and as I have not 
time, and do not wish to trespass too much on 
“Every body’s Corner,” I will briefly quote 
some few of the many passages he cited to 
Prove his position, eo that any of your readers

who feel an interest in these things may exam- 
ine for themselves, But first, he quoted Jobs, 
chap. 5, v. 39; “Search the scriptures; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life; and they 
are they which testify of me:“ and then enqui- 
red, How are we to search them? and found 
an answer in Romans, 15, 4, 2d Peter, I, 19, 
to 21; John, 17, 17; Amos 3, 7,—and that ta- 
king thus saith the Lord” for a definite asser- 
tion—a figure fora figure anda parable for a 
parable, a rule was laid down by which to 
work. He then, to show that Israel would be 
restored, proceeded to quote and briefly com- 
ment on the following texts: Jeremiah, 1%, 14 
to 17; Isaiah, II, 11; Deut., 30, 1 to 9; Jere- 
miah, 16, 21; Isaiah, 40,1 to 5; 43, 1 to 7 
49,10 to 23; Jeremiah, 80,37 and 11; 31, 3 
to 13; Ezekiel, 34, 28 to 31; 29, 21 te 29; 37, 
21 to 28; 36 34 and 35, Hosea, 14,4 to 7; 
Amos, 11, 15; Psalms, 144, 6 to 15; Joel, 3; 
Zachariah, 2, 4to 13; 10,6 to 12; 12, 8to 11; 
14 ch.; and several other passages, but perhaps 
when the reader has attentively examined the 
ones above mentioned, he will be convinced of 
the fact that the Jews will be gathered back to 
Jerusalem, that that city will be built up and 
that they shall again possess the land from 
which they were driven. 


Elder Willey, I understand, has been in the 
church almost ever sines itsformation. He has 
labored much and suffered much: he wae in 
the midst of the Missouri persecution; he has 
been buffeted, ill treated and imprisoned; rod- 
bed of property te a considerable amount—his 
all. The cold earthhas often been his bed, 
while his weather-worn valise’served for a pil- 
low and the canopy of heaven for a covering.— 
Cold and hunger are not unknown to him. Yet, 
he has braved all forthe gospel’s sake, and is 
now rejoicing that he was considered worthy 
to suffer. Cam all this be delusion or imposi- 
tion? oris it the work of God that these men 
come to proclaim? I ean only say that if it is 
the work of God, all the combined powers of 
earth and hell, hireling priests and devils, can- 
not stop it; and if it be the work ofman—if it 
de delusion or imposition, it will come to nought 
and must soon be numbered with the things 
that were. Let us then, as we value the talva- 
tion of our immortal souls, let us diligently en- 
quire whether these things are so—let us search 
the scriptures, and if we find these people 
preach the deetrine there laid down, and prac- 
tice what they preach, then we are bound to 
believe them: and if they do not, it is our duty 
to reject them. As long as there is any thing 
to be learnt, I trust I shall continue to b 
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A discourse delivered by Elder Joshua Gront, jun. 
at the Conference. 

My Friends:—As an opportunity presents it- 
self, and I am requested, by my brethren to 
epeak to you, I cheerfu'ly embrace the present 
opportunity, and address you for the first time 
from this stand. 


You have been entertained during the con- 
ference, with many interesting, instructive, and 
edifying discourses, and it would seem super- 
fluous in me, to attempt to add very much to 
the remarks already made by many of my sen- 
ior brethren, who are much more competent 
than myself, to lay before you the principles of 
eternal truth; Lut having been calledjupon to 
address you, I embrace the present opportunity 
with cheerfulness, and feel happy for the privi- 
lege that I now enjoy of communicating, as 
well as being communicated unto, after so long 
an absence from your midst. 


Since I last stood among the saints of the 
most high God, in this place, I have journeyed 
in different paris of the United States, to pro- 
claim the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ, my 
veice has been heard in many towns and villag- 
es, far from here, who had not before been 
made acquainted with the principles of salva- 
tion, as made known in these last days, and my 
labers have not been futile; for the Lord has 
blest my humble endeavors to propogate the 
gespel of truth, and I have been an humble in 
strument in his hands, in bringing some few to 
a „knowledge of the truth, as it is in Jesus;“ 
whe are now rejoic'ng in the*liberty wherewith 
Christ has made them free.“ Although I have 
travelled in different parts, my labors however, 
have been principally confined to the southern, 
where, for the last three yeare, in company 
with my brother, Elder J. M. Grant, I have 
travelled and raised up a church, consisting of 
upwarde of two hundred members, 


Im looking at the large concourse of people 
that now present themselves before me, in this 
conference, my mind is carried involuntary to 
other scenes, and I am reminded of the situation 
of this church, when in its weakness and infen- 
ey, which, contrasted with its present numbers, 
respectability and influence, was ‘buta drop 
in the bucket,” and brings with renewed force 
to my mind, the great work in which we are 
engaged, and that, as God hus hitherto put forth 
his hand to defend his people, in the day of ad- 
versity, that, as they have, in their weak ness, 
baffled all the attempts of wicked and designing 
men, sided by the powers of darkness, to over- 
turn end destroy them; that, as they have hith- 
erto been aided by thearm of omnipotence, and 
sustained by the power of Israel's King; that, 


— 
if they still continue humble and faithful, the 
same power, the same intelligence, the same 
orm, will yet sustain his own people, bring te 
pass all the things spoken of by the prophets, 
gather his elect from the four winds, and crown 
the saints with glory, honor, immortality, and 
eternal life. 

Without any further remarks, by way of pre- 
liminaries, allow me a short time to call your 
attention to the following text, which you will 
find contained in Matt. xxiv: 14; **And this 
goepel, of the kingdom, shall be preached in 
all the world, as a witness unto all nations; and 
then shall the end come.” 

These are the words of our blessed Lord, 
that he spake to his disciples in answer to cer- 
tain questions which were propounded by them; 
in relation to his coming, and the end of the 
world. After entering into many particulars 
partaining to the events that should transpire in 
and about Jerusalem, speaking of the calamities 
that should destroy thet city, and bring des 
truction upon the Jews, he goes on to describe 
the signs that should precede the coming of the 
Son of Man, and the end of the world. Among 
other signs that are referred to by him, is that 
cofitained in the words of our text, which is 
one of the greatest and most important, wund 
this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in 
all the world, as a witness unto all natiogs, and 
then shall the end come.“ 

In all the dispensations of the Lord, and in 
all his dealings with the children of men, he 
has pureued one uniform, undeviating course, 
though the earth by revolutions may have 
changed, and man has been wavering and flue- 
tuating, God has declared concerning himself; 
*T am the Lord, and I change not;“ and wher- 
ever we can trace the dealings of God with man, 
we shall find that they have been unchenges- 
ble. he has always taught man by revelation. In 
regard to the gorpel, it is a principle that has 
always existed, in all ages where God has bad 
a pure church; and if the children of Israel 
were placed under a school master, and the law 
was added, it ar because of transgression,” 
and not because of the changeableness of God, 
for he has always pursued one uniform course, 
to edify, inetruct, and give the world a knowl- 
edge of his law; and in unfolding the pnnci- 
ples of truth to the human family, he never in- 
structed them atrandom, nor suffered them to 
go according to their notions, or at the bidding 
of men; they never wage “a warfare at their 
own charge;“ but they were endued with pow- 
er from on high; wisdom and intelligence was 
given through the great source of the priest- 
hood, which God has given to regulate the af 
fairs of his kingdom, and thus being endowed 
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ied qualified by the wisdom and intelligence 
that God bad imparted, they were prepared to 
unfold the gospel of Jesus Christ to a fallen 
world. If this has been God’s way of dealing 
with the children of men, it naturally follows 
that it will continue to be, and if the preachers 
of the gospel in primitive days, were thus cal. 
led and empowered, it follows asa natural con- 
sequence, that it will continue to be,and that as 
Ged is immutable, and unchangeable, when- 
ever he calle men in any age of the world, he 
will qualify, and inspire them, in the same man- 
ner. And if they are thus taught, whether in 
this age, in ages that are past, or that are yet 
to come, there will bea uniformity in doctrine, 
and ordinances, they will teach the same 
things. There have been many who have pro- 
feseed to be called of God; but their doctrines 
have been diverse, and their ordinances con- 
flicting. The reason of this difference ie, that 
they have not been taught of God, nor inspired 
from on high; but their learning has been mere- 
ly echolastic, and their wisdom the science of 
men. Thus situated, it is impossible that they 
should teach correct principles; for man is finite 
and fallable, and God is infinite and infallable, 
and itis impossible for the people of this, or 
ofany other age, to comprehend the Creator 
without being taught of him. 

The disjointed mannerin which sectarianism 
has placed the gospel, renders it extremely lu- 
dicrous; one having taken one part, and ano- 
ther another part. Now the ordinances, gifts 
and powers of the gospel are not one, but ma. 
ny; yet being many, they are not divided, but 
the one gospel, proceeding from the same spirit. 
One, two, nortbree items do not compose the 
gospel any more thanif we were to take two 
or three leaves out of a book, and call it a book. 
Asit takes all the leaves to make a book per- 
fect, so it requires all the ordinances, gifts, 
blessings, powers and priesthood, of the gos- 
pel te make it complete. It may, with propri- 
ety, be compared to a chain, which, if any 
link is broken, it destroys the force of the 
whole, So, in like manner, if one principle of 
the gospel is destroyed, it renders the whole 
imperfect. The Savior told his disciples to 
“teach att things whatsoever he had command- 
ed them.” Hence this gospe!, in all its parts. 
must be preached to every nation, before the 
Messiah will come; and men must be inspired, 
to prepare them for the accomplishment of so 
great a work. 

According to the statement of the Univer- 


eal Geography.“ there are three thousand and 
twenty-six different languages. Ii must be 
obvious to every reflecting mind, that it is ab- 


solutely necessary for the gifts and powers of 
the gospel to be restored before the gospel can 


be preached to all of those nations and tongues; 
and if it is not, the Messiah cannet come, for 
the preaching of the gospel to all nations is ene 
of the great signs that must take place, prepa 
ratory to the coming of the Son of Man. 

This brings to our minds forcibly the neces 
sity of the gift of tongues in order that the 
gospel may be preached unto all nations, in 
their own tongue; for the best linguist ia the 
world cannot understand more than tweaty 
different languages, or tongues: and if they do 
not and cannot learn them, it is absolutely ne- 
cessary that ministers of the gospel should be 
inspired with the gift of tongues, as the Apos- 
tles were on the day of Pentecost, to prepare 
them for this arduous undertaking. Many, 
because they possess not those gifts, and no‘ 
having the honesty to acknowledge the reason 
of this deficiency, tell us that we have no more 


need of them; but if they can accomplish this 


work without the power of God, the fullness of 
the gospel, and the gift of tongues, they wil 
accomplish more than hae been done by the 
so-called preachers of the gospel] for the last 
seventeen hundred years. 

Mr. John Wesley informs us, in his four- 
teenth sermon, that the reason why these bies- 
sings were lost, was because the christians had 
turned heathens again, and had nothing left 
but the dead form, without the power—and we 
presume that if others would open their eyes, 
they would see the like discrepancies. 

I would remark, in regard to the.gosple be- 
ing a witness unto all nations, that there isa 
striking concedence between this and the testi- 
mony of our Savior, concerning his disciples: 
„e are my witnesses, as also is the Holy 
Ghost, that bears witness of me.” They were 
the acknowledged, authorised heralds of salva- 
tion; to them was given the keys, that they 
might unlock the kingdom unto others, preach 
salvation themselves, and ordain othere to this 
authority. They were the only persons who 
could properly be called witnesses of the Sav- 
ior, in that day; they had been with our Sevier 
and seen his miracies; they had witnessed bis 
life, death, resurrection, and ascension; they 
had felt the prints of the nails in his hands, and 
in his feet; they had seen him transfigured on 
the mount and ascend into heaven, end after 
his death and resurrection they saw and cen- 
versed with him torty days, and afterwardssaw 
him ascend into heaven, ina cloud. He aftes- 
wards appeared unto them, and became their 
benefactor, instructor, and friend: thus situs- 
ted and endued with this power, they were cer- 
tainly, of all men upon the face of the earth, 
most competent to be his witnesses. 

The Holy Ghost was also another witness ef 
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him, and wherever the gospel was preached and 
believed, that Holy Spirit bore witness, en- 
lightened and comforted; and wherever the 
pure gospel of Jesus Christ is preached, by pro- 
per authority, and believed in and obeyed by 
the world, it will be produetive ef the same re 
sults. 

If this was the kind of testimony that existed 
in these days, it is absolutely neceesary that a 
principle of the same kind should now exist; 
that men should be endowed with the same 
power, possess the same priesthood, adminis- 
ter in the tame ordinances, and preach the 
aame things; then the spirit of God will bear 
testimony to the word preached; it will not 
come in word only, but in power, in demon- 
stration ofthe spirit; and in much assurance.“

CALAMITIES OF THE YEAR. 


The past year has been distinguished by prov- 
idential calamities. In seme instances, the el- 
ements seem to have been commissioned to per- 
farm the werk of destruction to an awful ez- 
tent, and unprecedented severity. Three of 
the greatest calamities that have occurred with- 
in acentury, happened within a short period of 
ene hundred hours. The terrible fire at Ham- 
burg, which destroyed 2,000 houses, and near- 
ly $30,000,000 of property, in the fairest por- 
tion of the city, was followed in less than two 
days by the earthquake at St. Domingo. In 
this earthquake the tewns of Cape Haytian and 
Suntiago, sixty miles apart, were entirely dee 
troyed, and not less than 7,500 of the iahabi- 
tants perished. Onthe very next day whileSt- 
Domingo was yet rocking with shocks of the 


| earthquake, and the ruins of Hamburg were 


not three days old, a train of cars filled with 
passengers on the railroad frem Paris to Ver- 
sailles, were thrown from the track, and set on 
fire by the engine. Before the passengers, who 
were locked in could be removed, seventy of 
them perished in the flames. More recently the 
city of Liverpool has suffered by fire to an ex- 
tent only surpassed by the fire at Hamburg,— 


In this eountry, the cities of Portland, New 
Vork, Charleston and Columbia have suffered 


severely from the same cause. At one period 
of several weeks during the year, it was estima- 
ted that the loss of steamboats on the western 
waters, averaged one a day. In sonnexion 
with six of the boats, two hundred lives were 
lost. to all this we add the loss ef life at
